Shall the law oxempt— 

(a)—Estates and shares of estates as mentioned in section 23 from sale for arrears of 
revenue only while any such estate or share is under the management of the 
Court? If so, wheu once the Court takes charge of the property of a Ward, 
no individual estate forming: » part of that property can be sold even for 
arvoars which had aeerued before the Court took ehargo; but, on the other 
hand, an cstute may be sold immediately aftor the property is released for 
the recovery of arrears which have accrued during the Court’s manage-

(Or shall the law exempt such ostates and shares from salo for recovery of 
such arrears only as have accrued during the period of their being under 
the manngemont of the Court of Wards?

atrears, or it may be that the estate being unprofitable, the proprietors had deliberately allowed 
the arrear to accrue in order to got rid of the liability for revenue by allowiug that partioular 
estate to ge to sale. ; 

Tt, on the other hand, it is for tho interest of the Ward tosavo tho’particular estate 
tréni wile, ang {f funds aro available, or aro likely soon to be available, the Collectér would

If this power of recovery of arrears by sale of tho estate is not reserved to the Govern- 

“ment some other ‘provision must be made for the recovery of tho arrear: as the law now 

stands, Mr. Dampier isaware of no such provision. 

A recent case will illustrate these remarks. A certain estate which formed the greater 

art of a heavily-inyolved property was let in farm somo yoars ago by tho Manager of the 

Qourt-of Wards. The vont payable by this farmer was the mainstay of the property, Ag 

the timo for tho property passing out of the charge of the Court drow near, the farmer 

defaulted, immediately throwing tho property into tho groatest difficulties. ‘hero were'no 
funds from which to pay tho land revenue demand on the large estate. The Manager 
instituted a suit and got a decree, but the decree could not be executed before the Ward 
reached his majority, and the property passed out of the charge of the Court, Arrears of 
revenue, which had aceruod during the management of the Court, were thercfore outstanding. 

‘The estate cannot be sold, and the law provides no other means for the recovery of the arrear, 

“even though the judgment-debtor should at once pay to tho proprictor the amount of rent 

due on the decree which should Lave beon devoted to the payment of the revenue. 

In another case of a small property, now pending before tho Board, the property is falling 
into arrears of rovonue, but thre is reason to hope that, if it wore released from the Court’s 
éxponsive management, and placed under the management of the Ward's friends, it might 
be made to yield a surplus. If, howover, the Board releaso the property while an arrear of 

_ fevenue is due, the wmount may be irretrievably lost. Tho Ward is s lunatic, and no one 
*would’énter into a Personal bond undertaking to make good the amount of arroar. 

Buch cases as these show that if absolute protection is given from salo for arrears 
‘eécruing during the management of the Court of Wards, there is some danger of the original 
object of the establishmont of the Court's jurisdiction being missed. ‘The object was to pro-

The wording of section 48 appears, again, not to be cloar, and it omit 
important classes of expenditure, such as ront and cesses duo to private proprictors. As 
the segtion stands, the Manager is required in every instance to apply to the Court 
or sanotion to the application of money received by him. He cannot regalate his 
Sxpenditure under any general orders of the Court. I think theso omissions should now 
be supplied, and the defects noticed removed. It is doubtful whether the Court Has any 
wig pretodenco to expenditure mentioned in soction 49, fo that described in

Again, we 
maintain @ school at our expense, and to keep up its efficiency, tho establishment must be 
regularly paid, whether the accounts of tho estate have been consolidated, or whether a bond 
fide surplus can be discovered or not, before the books are finally closed at the end of the 
yeer. L submit, therofore, for your consideration, whether a set of rules which are ignored in 
practice should remain in the Statute Book. It would, perhaps, be better if the law were only 
to legalizo the different classes of exponditure, leaving the question of priority to be settled in 
each oase by the local officers, under such general instructions as the Court may in that behalf 
issue. In connection with this subject, 1 may be permitted to add, that interest on debts 
payable by a Ward should be treatod differently from the origiual debts. I believe the 
interest on the public debt is considered the first charge on the net revenue of Government, 
and in this view the interest payablo by a Ward on his debts should, in point of priority, 
gome after the payment of revenue, rent, and the cesses. 

“The provisions of soctions 48 and 49 cannot be strictly followed in practice. 
Beotion 48 omits to includo exponditure incurred ou account of ront and cesses due to 
proprietors other than Governmont. ‘The Manager has to ask for sanction of the Court 
of Wards under such circumstances, and considerable inconvenicnce is felt for the want 
of any general rules to guide his expenditure. As the law at present stands, it seems to be 
doubiful whether tho Court of Wards has any authority to give precedence to the 
olasses of expenditure mentioned in section 49 to those mentioned in section 48. In 
ractios, however, the rule of precedence of diffarent classes of oxpenditate, laid down 
by those two sections, is vory difficult to bo obsorved, and in many instances, as in the 
case of a threatened sale of a minor's estate for his debts, cannot at all be acted upon. It 
seems, therefore, desirable that somo better rule should ho laid down to regulate the 
expenditure of minors in place of the provisions of sections 48 aud 49 which are 
in a practical point of view considered os obsolete.” 

Colleotor’s remarks.—Section 49 might possibly be advantagcously amended, for, as it 
stands, it is clear that until all the claims coutemplated in scction 48 have been fully paid 
for, no exponditure can be made under section 49, becuuse no bond fide surplas can be 
In practice, this is often impossible. 1 would suggest, therefore, that section 49 be 
a}teredso as to ran somewhat in this form :—

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STATEMENT GF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


‘Tae necessity for amending the Excise Act of 1878 has been brought to the notice of 
Government partly by a representation from the Board of Revenue, and partly bya commu- 
nication from the Chief Commissioner of Assam. The Hoard have pointed out the practical 
inconvenience which results from the wording of section 58, which restficts the punishment 
for the illegal introduction, into one Excise Circle, of liqudrs manufactured beyond the 
limits of that Circle, to cases in which such liquors are introduced for the purpose of sale. 
It is practically impossible to prove that liquor is intended to be sold until it has actually 
deen offered for sale ; and the law has consequently been evaded to the serious detriment of 
the public revenue. 

‘The Chief Commissioner of Assam has urged that the Act, as it stands, does not meet 
some cases of what may he termed “ foreign cxciseable articles.” It appears that wild ganja, 
which pays no tax, grows plentifully in the hills to the north of Assam, and is amuggled to a 
considerable extent into the plains, but as the place of its production is beyond the limits 
of British India, the Act dors not authorize any interference with this traffic, so long as 
it is carried on in quantities not exceeding a quarter cf a seer. A further difficuliy has been 
found in the working of section 64, which refers to liquors manufactured at any place in India 
beyond the limits of British India, but docs not include such as are manufactured at, places 
in Britith India in which no excise law is in force. The Jyntcah Hills are referred to as an 
example of such a pl : 


It is proposed to introduce a short amending Act to meet these difficulties.

Tax following report of a Select Committee, together with the Bill, as amended by 
them, is, by order of the President, published for general information :— 

We, the undersigned members of the Council of the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, 
to whom the Bill to amend The Calcutta Municipal Consolidation Act, 1876, was referred, 
have the honour to make the following report :— 

We have considered the question of providing, by law, for the consolidation of the Guv- 

ernment loans, and the handing over to Government of the Sinking Fund held against those 
Joans—an operation already carried into effect. From an examination of the wording of 
Bengal Act 1 of 1872 and of Chapter XV of the present Calcutta Municipal Act, it appears 
tous that the arrmgements between Government and the Municipality in respect of 
Government loans were not intended in any way to be affected by the provisions of the 
Municipal Acts, and that the Sinking or Reserve Fund, provided for by section 837 of tne 
present Act, had reference solely to the fnnd iormed by setting aside two per ceut. on the total 
amount of the debenture loans contracted by the Commissioners uzder the provisions of 
former Acts. This being so, it is ouly necessary to make the intention of the law clear 
dy inserting words in the penultimate clause of that section to show that the moneys and 
aceurities which are to be held by the Municipal ‘Trustees “upon the trusts declared” in 
that section, did uot inciude any moueys held ay a Siuking Fund against sus borrowed from 
Government. 
In respect of Sinking Fund provision against debenture loans, contracted under the 
section 334 gives the Goverument full power to‘make all uecessary stipulations, 
if section 337 is held not to require the calculation of Sinking Fund percentage upon the 
amount of such loaus. 

We have, however, by a separate section, provided that, in respect of future loans on 
account of drainage aud water-supply, the Sinking Fund may be reduced to one per cent.-on 
the vet amount of such loans cutstanding at the beginning of each year. ‘ 

We have also cousidered the question of providing for an extension of the’ water-supply 
to the suburbs. We are all (with the exception of Baboo Kristodas Pal) of opinion that 
the simpleat way of effecting this is to fullow the lines of scetion 168 of the preseut Act,, 
under which the local Government may declare any portions of the environs to be part of 
the town for the purposes of the drainage scheme. In the same manner if the local Govern- 
mitt is empowered to declare any portion of the environs to be. part of the town for the 
purposes of the water-supply, all the legislative sanction necessary will be yiveu. Vhe 
Government will theu be in a position to act as supreme arbitrator between the’ Calcutta 
Corporation and the Suburban Municipalities. It is riot necessary for the lai to take! 
cognizance of the details of any particular scheme of water supply. We baya,! 
however, been shown grounds for believing that if the town should determine to have 
62-inch main for its own purposes Without any reference to possible suburban demand, and: 
should therefore be.willing to charge against the suburbs only the cost of the negsqinty: 
extensions and the increased pumping and filtering apparatus nec ssitaced by such exter 4 
the levy ia the apburbs of the same water-retc as in the town would give the town. & Yay. 
iutorest on the eApital 80 changed against the suburbs, Evou if it-be thought far 4.4 
sguine: the.suburbs « portion of the extra cost involved ip having 9 62-inch saudil, 
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improbable that the levy-of an St rate in town and suburbs would cause any loss to the 
town. We have, however, thenght it safest to provide for the possible levy of a differential 
rato m the suburbs, if the Governmeat should be convinced that good reason exists 
for allowing such a rate; but we restrict this to the maximum already allowed by 
the Act, as that appears to ys, on the figures available to us, not only as much as the 
suburbs ought to bear, but as much as they can possibly afford to pay. It has bea 
pointed out to us that the reduction of the contribution to Sinking Fund in the case of future 
water-supply and drainage loans has been allowed by Government only on the understanding 
that such works are permancat in character, and that the suburbs are to be brought on equit- 
able terms within the water-supply. The Government would, it appears, refuse to recognise 
anything short of a 62-inch main as a permancnt and satisfactory settlement of the water- 
supply question, even for the town itself. ‘This being so, we think that the Corporation is 
bound to recognize a vertaiu solidarity in this matter between the suburbs and the town, 
‘and it caunot faily claim the rizht of charsing against the suburbs expenditure which it 
conld not in any case avoid, ‘Ihe diff-rence between a one por cent. and two per cent. Sink- 
ing Fund is a material advantage which the town shuld set off against any little extra 
expenditure caused by the inclusion of the suburbs. 5, 

Banoo Kuistovas Par has ree rded his views on the subject separatcly. 

‘The rest of us dissent from this view, holding not only that the town has a real and. 
strong interest in the sanitary condition and weil-being of its suburbs, but that it owes some 
consideration to the residents of those parts, nearly ali of whom work in the town and eon- 
tfibute to its wealth. 

‘We have provided that the Suburban Municipalities shall, if required, assess and collect 
the water-rate for the Commissioners 

We come now to the minor amendments mode by us in the Bill. 

We have exempted from the operation of scetion 39 of the Act all officers and 
servants whose peusions are otherwise provided for under se tion 15 of the Bili 

In section 54 of the Act we have made the call for tenders and the approval of the 
Committee of the Commissioners mmnecessary in all contracts over a thousand rupees entered 
into by the Commissioners in meeting. 

We have altered section 77 of the Act so as to enable the court inflicting the fine to 
pay from the amount so obtained the sum due as license to the Commissioners 
We have made the provisions of section 96 of the Act applicable to nighs-soil fees, 

‘We have made the operation of scetion 1G of the Bill contingent on the dizection of 
the local Government with the sanction of the Governor-General, 

In section 277 ot the Act we have fixed a Init of 1-4 days after reecipt of 1 
which the Commissioners must decide whether they will interfere or cot im respect of the 
erection of tuts. 

‘We have made it clear that the sanction of the local Government must be obtained to 
any scheme of improvement: and that, when auch sanction is obcained, the ovunieipal funds 
may legally be spent in carrying out such schema. 

We have added a clause to scetion 21 of the Bill making it imperative upon the 
Commissioners, in the event of their undertaking to carry ont the scheme of improvement 
themecives, to complete such work within two years uniéss the time is extended by the 
direction of the local Government. The clause also grovides for the ultimate disposal of the 
lands to purchased or leased by the Commissioners. “It ix not cousidered desirable that the 
Cowmissioners should hold improved lands permanently, or become in a general way owners 
of house property. We have in other respecis amended the wording and arrangemeut of the 
section. 

We have provided that the word © drug’ used in the first clause of section 23 of the Bill 
shall, for the purpoves of that clause, not apply to articles of ordinary domestic consumption, 
‘We have also provided fer the granting of a license to all kecvers of drug-shops affeeted hy 
the clause, and for the exposure of such lic ju some conspicuous part of the shop or 

lade, 

Pn We “bare, enlarged the scope of the sccond clause of .he same scrtion by prohibiting 
the ‘sale of any drug in any shop registered under the first clause except by persons duly 
certified under the provisions of that elansc. 

‘The penal provisions of the third clause of the same section have also been altered to 
meet the changes effected in the clause immediately pro and the forfeiture of license 
haw been ineluded among the penalties liable to be incurred upon infraction of the pro- 
visions. of the section by the keeper of 2 retail drugestop. 

In section 26 of the Bill we have prohibited the sale of articles used for the cremation 
‘of bedies by any but licensed vendors within a ruge of three hundeed yards of the buruing 
ground, aud added a penalty not excceding a fine of fitty rupees to follow upou the coutra- 
restion of this rule. 

“We have moade a few other verbal alterations, and reeummend that vhe Bill, as amevded 
‘be’ pasned, 
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T pisers from the view taken by my colleagues ‘4s to the’ terms on which the Calentta 
water-supply should be extended to the suburbs. I am quite willing to wee the ‘benefit of 
the Calcutta watcr-aupply extended to the suburbs, but hold that this should not be 
done at the expense of the town. Iam of opinion that theextension should ‘be made 
either by admitting the Suburban Municipality into a co-portnership with the Calcutta 
Municipality, or by selling water to the suburbs on the ordinary commercial principle. 
According to the first view, it appears that the increaéed supply of water from the extension 
of the present scheme would Le twelve millious of gallons, of which two-thirds would be kept 
for the town and one-third would be given to the suburbs. ‘The cost of construction and 
maintenance of the works I consider should be divided between the town and the subarbs 
on the same principle and in the same proportion, ‘This would involve a charge of: 
Rs, 1,80,843 upon the suburbs per annum, which the Suburban Municipality says, it is not 
in a position to pay. To apply the commercial principle stricily wonld not be advantageous 
to the suburbs, for in that case the seller might well claim the right of selling his own eom- 
modity at his own price. Considering, however, the community of interests between the 
town and the suburbs, Tam quite willing to charge the suburbs only the out-of-pocket 
expenses, which will be incurred by the town in extending the supply to the suburbs. The 
data for the calculation of these expenses are roughly given in some of the papers of the 
Caleutta Corporation laid before the Select Committee, In calculating these expenses, the 
main point on which I ain at issue with tne majority is about the costof the 62-inch main.’ 
1 hold that a 42-inch main would double the supply of the town, that a 62-inch main would be 
necessary for the extension of the wupply to the suburbs, and tha: the difference in the cost of 
the bigger main shouli in cquity be borne by the latter. Following this principle, the 
capital outlay on suburban works, including interest during eovstruetiou, would be in round 
numbers Rs. }5,50,00U. ‘Uhe other items are not disputed. ‘fhe figures, which have been 
furnished to me by the Engineer to the Calcutta Corporation, stand thus—

An equal rate for town and suburbs is delusive, for one per cent. rate on assessed house 
property in town is productive of nearly six times ax much as the same in the suburbs, that 
is to say, while one per cent. rate produces in Calentts about Rs. 1,830,000 per anuum, the 
same for the area of the suburbs estimated yields Rs. 24,547 per ditto. 

‘The maximum water-rate proposed for the suburbs is six per cent. per annum, and as one 
per cent, rate in the suburbs, for the area to be supplied with water, is calculated to be equal to 
Rs, 24,547, a six per cent. watcr-rate would yield Rts. 1,47,242, legving a deficit of Rs. 21,718. 
‘The question is whether the rate-payers of Calcutta can be fairly called upon to make ap this 
deficit from their own pockets. It is on this point I am at issue with my colleagues, and 
as they would apparently suddle the town with this burden, I cannot agree with them. There 
are other points which I do not consider it necessary to notice here. 1 have no objection to 
the provision giving power to the Lieutenaut-Governor to declare the suburbs as a part 
of the town for purpoacs of water-supply, but I think that the Governmeut is bound to see 
that the town is not made to bear the burden of the suburbs in carrying out the orders of 
Government. It is observable that when I accepted the concession of Government to reduce 
the contribution to the Sinking Fund on account of futu:e drainage and water-supply loans 
from two per cent. to one per cent. on the understanding that the 62-inch main shodld 
be adopted in order to enable the Calcutta Corporation to extend the waterssufply to the 
suburbe, I did not for a moment understand that the town should bear dny portion of the 
legitimate burden of the suburbs. The reduction of the Sinking Fund contribution would’ 
be a benefit common to the town and the suburbs. It would be a relief to the prespitt 
geweration of tax-payers, both in the town and in the suburbs. To call upon the town to’ 
make up the deficit of the suburbs on account of the extension of the supply would: ‘be.to 
neutralize the benefit accorded to it by the reduction of the Sinking Fund contribution—in’ 
fact, it would be taking away with one haud the boon which has been. conferred by the \»
